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INTRODUCTION 


Welcome to our second auction of the legendary BCD Library of works on the numismat- 
ics of the ancient world. Our first offering of highlights from this library was a tremendous 
success, with bidders participating from all over the world. Bidding was highly competitive, 
with many new records being set for prices realized. Strong interest was shown in the major 
works that are the foundation of any good library on ancient coins, and intense demand was 
exhibited for rare and obscure works on highly specialized topics. Overall, the sale demon- 
strated the keen appreciation of students of antiquity for what BCD has accomplished in 
forming his library.

Some of these 
works date back to the 17th and 18th centuries, while others were published in limited 
numbers within the last 20 years. Many, of course, date from the classic period of the late 
19th and early 20th centuries, when so many groundbreaking works were first published, 
and when the use of exceptional photographically printed plates was the rule rather than 
the exception. 


There will be future sales. The extraordinary depth of the BCD Library is matched only by 
its breadth, and even after these two auctions thousands of volumes remain. They will be 
offered in upcoming Kolbe & Fanning sales so they can augment the libraries of collec- 
tors, dealers and academics the world over. Just as the BCD Library assisted students of 
numismatics while it remained on-site, it will continue to nurture future numismatic study 
as it is dispersed across the globe. We greatly appreciate your participation in the first BCD 
Library sale, and look forward to developing your library with our future offerings.

Though perhaps not his most important 
work from a scholarly perspective, it was arguably his most influential. The copy at hand is likely the second of the 
two printings to appear in 1665, the other being by Jean du Bray with Pierre Variquet. Of Patin, his time, and his 
works, Ferdinando Bassoli writes: “The new renaissance of numismatic publications came only after 1650. It was 
on the whole a French renaissance, reflecting both France’s political and cultural progression, and the competence 
of its learned men and academies in the fields of philology and history in the wider perspective of European 
culture. In chronological order, the first champion of this French revival is Charles Patin (1633-1693). He was 
definitely no clericus, but a doctor of varied interests who led such a restless life that in the end he left France and 
ended his days at Padua, where he taught surgery. His remarkable ability in the field in which we are interested is 
showcased not only by his successful revival of Fulvio Orsini’s sixteenth century work on Roman family coins but, 
above all, by two other works. The first is his Introduction a histoire par la conaissance des médailles of 1665, the 
second is a book on bronze Roman imperial coinage published in 1671, Imperatorum Romanorum numismata ex 
aere mediae et minutae formae. A superb, wide-ranging, appraisal of this fascinating numismatic author and his 
time is provided in a wider context in C.E. Dekesel’s 1990 Charles Patin: A Man Without a Country.

Ancient Greek and Roman Provincial coin engravings were the library’s acquisition 
prerequisites. These, of course, varied in quality and also, which is of paramount importance, in how close they 
could come to providing images that could be matched to actual, specific coins. Close inspection of some of these 
engravings and subsequent comparison to published photographs of various public and private collections would, 
on rare occasions, provide unexpected surprises. Also, the possibility of matching a coin in the hand with its own 
engraving of some centuries past, would always be there—and what a priceless gift that would be for the owner!

A noted Dutch scholar and engraver, Hubert Goltz was a major influence in the early evolution of numismatics.

In the first edition, the 
author announced that he would include drawings and commentaries on 20,000 coins; in the second edition, he 
said that he would exceed 25,000.”
